The above is from the Danville Com- 


mercial, but Ihe advice is perlinent and 
good for every place where men are trying 
to reform. When a hard drinker signs 
the pledge his friends should seek to sur- 
round him by good influences which will 
tend to confirm him in his course, and he 
should so far realize his weakness and lia- 
bility to fall as to lead him to stand aloof 
from bis old chums in dissipation until 
such times as they will join him in his at- 
tempts at reformat ion. There is no mis- 
take about it, a reformed drunkard is sure 
Io fall if he allows himself to breathe the 
atmosphere of dissipation, or to mingle 
with his old associates in debauchery.— 
To make his reformation permanent he 
needs the assistance of every good influ- 
ence of which he can avail himself.

A I'ROI'OSKO INNOVATION. 


It is reported from Washington that 


the president will very soon send to 
congress a message recommending that 
the members of the cabinet be allowed 
seats in the house of representatives, 
and that they be permitted to take part 
iti all the debates in that body. 
It is 


to be noted that such a proposition 
would be no violation of the constitu- 
tion, or of any law, but only a change in 
the practice heretofore prevailing. That 
the cabinet officers should debate any 
proposition before the house would be 
really to do no more than is done now 
in another form in their reports and in 
their own offices in privacy. 


The president has, so it is said, cave- 


fully studied the whole subject, and es- 
pecially the discussions which have 
taken place as to his southern policy, 
and as to civil service reform. This 
process has brought him to the conclu- 
sion that the proposed change will great- 
ly tend to facilitate legislation and to 
bring about a better understanding be- 
tween the legislative and o\ot-utivc de- 
partments. 


It is not expected that llu 
1 cabinet 


will sit in the house every clay, and it is 
hardly necessary to say thai nobody 
proposes the cabinet officers shall vote 
on any question, but certain days will, 
if the proposed innovation is agreed 
upon, be set apart, when these officers 
will appear and will be expected to an- 
swer such questions as may be asked 
them as to the conduct of their several 
departments.—ffldtn Itegiitti i:

Making the Teacher Treat.

The backwoods experience of "The | 


Hoosicr Schoolmaster" is not entirely « 
thing of the past. Kven in our country's 
second century, and in self-considered 
centers of civilization, the boys just be- 
fore Christmas set about "making the 
teacher treat," and parents, directors, and 
even sonic teachers themselves regard it 
as a harmless piece of holiday sport.— 
Thus, at the time of year when the school 
has its largest attendance, its great am- 
bition becomes to "have some fun with 
the teacher " The character and cft'ccl 
of this custom can better be seen it' the 
writer tells what happened tho week be- 
fore Christinas in two or three districts of 
which he has heard. The teacher of a 
certain village school found a number of 
his pupils in the school house, with boards 
nailed across the iloc-r and cord-wood 
piled ug.iinst il to hold it shut. The day 
was spent in pluy, uud the teacher after 
being "wallowed" and threatened with a 
•lucking, promised 1(5 treat. The teacher 
of an adjoining district was a lady, doing 
good work, snd highly respected; but her 
pupils thought it would be fun to shut 
her out. The history of this case is that 
they shut the doors on her one noon and 
she climbed in lit the window. Some pu- 
pils of a district adjoining the sthcr two 
were severely whipped for trying to suut 
the teacher out, and their cause espoused 
by the fond and foolish parent*. 


Such arc specimens of the practice thut 


disturbs the work of so many schools, and 
destroys the mutual respect and good- 
will of teacher and pupils. And what de- 
fense is there for it? 
Are our school 


boards giving teachers extra wages to buy 
apples anil candy for the scholars? Theiv 
should they be prosecuted for misuse of 
the public funds. 


Why should any teacher or school 


board tolerate such lawlessness or be de- 
feated by it V 
It is not any part of the 


teacher's business to force the school 
house, open if it is closed against him by 
violence. lie shows himself much more 
muster of the situation if he retires to his 
home and lets his time be paid for by the 
district that encourages such rowdyism. 
The school boards in the ruffian districts 
should direct their teachers to do nothing 
when the house is closed against them, 
but report the fact, and at the same time 
to quietly hold themselves ready for self- 
defense should the roughs propose "duck- 
ing." 
It should be understood thivt any 


parties who take forcible possession of 
public property and prevent its lawful 
use, or who attempt by violence to com- 
pel any person to do what is no part of 
Uis duty, arc amenable to law. 
Let uuy 


who thus defy the hvw feel its force.

On day, soon after Mr. Morrihscy's 


I arrival at Savannah, Ga., the traditional 


Georgia blossom appeared at the hotel. 
He came from up country. "oal' *hc 
Museogce district, and was on his annual 
spree.

that I am from Now York City." 


"Oh, yes, I reckon I was." said the. 


Muscogee blossom. 


"Then," continued Senator Morrissey, 


when calling the city members of the 
New York Legislature thieves and gam- 
blers, you were not aware that I was 
one of those officials." 


Oh, yes, I reckon I was," repeated 


the Muscogee blossom vory unconcern- 
edly. 


"Probably you know who T am, and 


your remarks at the table were meant 
for me,'' said the Senator. 


'•I reckon you're right," replied the 


blossom, with refresliing insolence.— 
"They were just meant for you hiirc, 
and no one else.' 


He stood with his lingers in hirf pis- 


tol pocket. 
Morrissey never raised his 


hands.

"I shall go to Jacksonville within a. tew 
days; but if I am wanted a telegraphic 
dispatch will receive prompt attention.

VERY WELL PUT. 


The Peoria Transcript 
of Monday 


makes the following excellent hit on the 
silver question: 


From the organization of the Ameri- 


can government up to 1875, the silver 
dollar of our fathers was held to be 
quite good enough for any man, rich or 
poor, to pay his debts with. 
Why is it 


not now? The only answer that can be 
made is that the increased production 
of silver lias depreciated the value of 
that metal. Granted, as we have already 
said, that such has been the case. Why 
should that depreciation inure entirely 
to the benefit of the creditor class, and 
not at all to the debtor class? 
Suppose a member of the Peoria board 
of trade should purchase ten thousand 
bushels of corn at a certain price, to ho 
delivered by a certain day, and before it 
should be delivered the price should go 
up. 
Would the seller be allowed to 


demand and collect the additional worth 
of the drain? 
Suppose, on the other 


hand, die price should fall off. Would 
the buyer bo allowed to settle with the 
seller at reduced figures? 
Everybody 


knows that such a practice would not 
be allowed. 
Yet there is a class of men 


in our country holding the obligations of 
the 
government nnd 
their 
fellow- 


citi/eiis, who demand that silver shall 
be discarded in the settlement of then- 
dues, and that everything shall be cal- 
culated at the price of gold. 
These 


men, 
without the knowledge and con- 


sent of the great majority of the peo- 
ple of the country, managed to demon- 
etize silver, in 1873, and put themselves 
in the legal condition of. demanding a 
gold valuation in settling with their 
debtors. 
When the injustice of this 


act is complained of, and a cry goes out 
to have silver put back to its old place 
as a measure of values, these sharks cry 
out "fraud." 
The fraud was committed 


when silver was demonetized. 


If it were announced to-day that the 


great silver mines of our country had 
suddenly become exhausted, and that 
the lodes now being worked had unex- 
pectedly developed 
gold 
m unlimi- 


ted quantities, how «oon would the tune 
of these fellows be changed! If silver 
should go up, and gold go down, every 
mother's son of them would be a roar- 
ing silvcrite before the sun could set. 
So one can see that it is not tho ques- 
tion of a single monetary standard these 
men aro contending for It is that they 
may make the most out of their notes, 
bonds and mortgages. 
It is that they 


may squeeze the greater amount of 
blood out of those men who are so 1111- 
fortuntc as to be their debtors. 


It is safe to say that a great majori- 


ty of tho men engaged in manufactur- 
ing and trade in this country at the 
present time, are doing business largely 
on borrowed capital; and in the present 
state of commercial and business de- 
pression, anything calculated to make 
the meeting of their obligations more 
difficult, is simply downright villainy. 


EXEMPTION—DEBTOR'S SCHEDULE 


From the Legal News. 


There is no law upon the statute 


book in this state which is used so much 
as an instrument of oppression and in- 
justice as the law which requires a 
debtor against whom an execution has 
been issued, if he wi-hes to avail him- 
self of the benefit of the exemption act, 
to make a schedule of all his property, 
and deliver tho same to the officer hav- 
ing the execution, and makes all prop- 
erty not included in such schedule lia- 
ble to execution. 
There are so many 


constables who are entirely in the inter- 
est of tho plaintiff in execution, who 
will go to the defendant and formally 
ask for property; and do it in such a 
way that the party does not realize the 
situation, or know what is required of 


him, 
or what ought to be done. 
The 


officer indorses on his writ '- property 
demanded; the defendant refused to 
turn out any, or give a schedule of his 
property, although repeatedly asked so 
to do; I have therefore levied on the 
following described property," etc.. etc. 
This property so levied upon may be 
the last and only sewing machine of 
some poor widow, which affords her the 
only mean< of support for herself and 
little ones ; and yet she is to be depriv- 
ed of it by the trick of some dishonest 
constable. 
If this law is constitutional, 


it is clearly the duty of every honest 
officer, when he goes to a defendant in 
execution for property, to explain to 
him that if he wishes to claim property 
as exempt, it will be necessary for him 
to make out a schedule. 
The question 


arises, Is this law constitutional ? Sec- 
tion 32 of article 4 of the constitution, 
provides "that the general assembly 
shall pass liberal homestead and exemp- 
tion laws." 
Is this a liberal exemption 


law ? 


[T is reported from Springfield that

The audience which greeted I'rof. 


Morse at the opera house last night wa» 
net so large as it should have been, am) 
those who stayed away missed a raie 
treat. 


The Professor was introduced by Mr, 


Sullivan Burgess, p-.ul without apology or 
prefatory remarks of any kind launched 
into his subject nt once. Ho said that the 
idea which occurs first to un American 
who vis-its Jarxvn is the strangeness and 
newness* of everything—nothing th«t hc 
has ever wea before can be likcnc* unto 
the sights- which meet uis vision every 
moment. The rlrst thing which attiactcd 
his attention upon landing were the shoes 
of the people. The Professor drew illus- 
trations on the blackboard, to describe 
the shoes and-stockirgs, and his csjplftnfl- 
tioaof the manner in which they are put 
on, worn and taken off was highly inter 
eating. Following this the Professor de 
scribed, rapidly the modes of conveyance- 
in the empire, the absence of horses and 
the substitution of men in their places as 
drawers of vehicles, drawing on the 
blackboard a sketch of Ihc principal 
mode of .conveyanco. He described the 
manner in which fcabics arc cared for, the 
houses i< the people, and the furniture 
they contained, spoko of Ihcir diet, which 
is almost entirely vegetable, of the raw 
fish they eat, etc. He said they arc the 
most cleanly peopk he ever saw, and 
nowhere in Ihe euipirx' can any tilth or 
garbage be found—which fact accounttt 
for their hualthfulness nud the entire 
absence of all lilth-disea-sus among them. 
Hc spoke of the kiudncsvwhich seemed lo 
ben pan of the nature wf thi-Japanese, 
and said that there wa* no such thing 
know n as cruelty to animals or abuse to 
children.
